After waiting all day in the railroad 
yards at Citico Junction, about four 
miles irom Chattanooga, the three 
trains were started in motion lute this 
afternoon, aud at 4 o'clock tht first sec- 
tion arrived at the park, too late to 
make permanent ariangeuients for a 
oauip site and to get out the tents, and 
more than 1000 New Hampshire men, 
officers included, are sleeping in biv- 
ouac, under the stars, tonight, onSnod- 
grass hill 


Colonel Bolfe was assigned to this po- 


sition by Captain Richards of General 
Brooke's staff, who met the leader of 
the Granite State boys on his arrival 


Soon after Colonel Rolfe received his 


assignment, and was lucky enough to 
be assigned to tho Third brigade of the 
Third division of the First Army corps 
aud was ordered to report to Brig.-Geu, 
John C. Bates, temporarily in command 
of the division. 


General Brooke himself is to be the 


permanent commander of this corps. 


Colonel liolfe called at the Bead 


house, Chattanooga, this morning, with 
Lieutenant Waldron, his adjutant, and 
paid his renpects to the wife of General 
Brooke, who is in charge of the camp. 
Mrs. Brooke is a bister of Colonel Rolfe's 
wife, both daughters of ex-Governor 
Stearns of New Hampshire. 


Our boys are all in good health to- 


night, with the exception of a few triv- 
ial troubles.

lar boiio was broken in Concord while 
being tossed in the air during an initia- 
tion ceremony, is growing stronger, and 
is expected to come around all right af- 
ter a littlu rest.

June. 


The place has the appearance of a 


boom town. Everything seems to be in 
an unsettled condition. There 
are 


30,000 men in different parts of the big 
c.unp and 30,000 more are coming.

tract attention and the matter under 
them is very conservative. 


Washington can be proud of one 


thing. She has a number of very clean 
and reasonable-price dairy lunches. I 
sampled one at supper time. I thought 
of going over to the Metropolitan to 
tea, but I learned they had discharged 
the crack chef who was there during 
my first visit to the city, so I refused to 
go in. 


It is not much cooler this evening. I 


fancy that after mailing this unimpor- 
tant missive, I shall jump on a car and 
go for a long cool ride out into the sub- 
urbs, perhaps to the Zoological gar- 
dens. Then 1 shall take my pitcher of 
ice and water and go np to bed. I may 
take a notion, though, to louk into the 
Bijou or Kern an'a—if I can borrow a 
pass. 


Washington is a restful, reminiscent 


place, full of interest and beauty. It 
abounds in happy, singing children of 
color, 
elegant 
residences, 
dashing 


coupes and lovely girls. I could amuse 
myself here indefinitely, had I the time 
and money to invest. As I am rather 
"shy" in both just at present and as I 
feel that Chickamauga, not Washington, 
ia the place for me, I must keep mov- 
ing.

Don't Look For an Early Meeting 


Sampson and Cervera. 


Washington, May 21.—There is little 


probability of a hostile meeting between 
Sampson or Schley and Cervera 
im- 


mediately. Lnnking over the charts of 
Santiago harbor, the experts affected to 
discover that the place would be a veri- 
table trap (or the Spaniards, because 
with its narrow entrance a single moni- 
tor could bottle up the whole fleet. 


Preparations go on steadily for the 


Philippines military expedition. The 
department is showing a disposition to 
treat General Merritt with the utmost 
liberality in the equipment of his force. 
It is expected that the advance guard 
on one vessel under the command of 
General Otis will sail out of the golden 
gate today for the Philippines. 


The Philippine expedition occupied a 


considerable portion of Friday's meet- 
ing of the cabinet. Statements a.s to the 
troops which General Merritfs forces 
will have to cope witih were submitted. 
They ranged from 6000 to 20,000 Spanish 
soldiers, but the conclusion reached was 
that the number could be successfully 
counted on as about 10,000 men. The 
force already selected to go with Gen- 
eral Merritt was believed to be more 
than adequate to cope with these troops, 
who were thought to be in none the best 
condition as to discipline or equipment. 
If the number was found greater, the 
administration would send as many men 
aa would be wanted to reinforce those 
»bout to start. A slgnificent feature of 
the session was the absence of any dis- 
cussion of the military and naval move- 
ments as to Cuba or trie Spanish fleet. 
This was one result of a policy which 
ha§ been agreed on between the mem- 
bers of the president'* cabinet, and, 
aside from Secretaries Alger and Long, 
very little is known by the cabinet as to 
what is going on in the sea south of u». 
'iiii.s is in line with the administration's 
firm policy of withholding any Informa- 
tion that might be taken advantage ot
